At the time of the accident out-of- 
town fiewspttperfc and news associa­ 
tions were intensely interested in the 
report. Correspondents soon discount­ 
ed all theories that the bridge could 
not be died and tjiat traffic would be 
halted.'

THE FEDERAL ROAD 
Alabama's First Improved Highw.n 
By IMer A. Brannon 
Afler the settlement of the Wes 
Florida Controversy, when the Unit 
id States Government became yo* 
sessor of th lt section of what is now 
Alabama, south of 82 degrees 28 mir> 
utes* north latitude, the Federal gov 
trnment deemed it neeeatary to con 
trol the Indian patb through the sec 
tion of Georgia stili inhabited by thi 
Creek Indians and on into the Miss 
isaippi Territory. 
As early as 1707, the British trad 
ers out of Charleston, had 
pushe* 
west into the Indian country, ove 
a path long before that date we! 
defined, and the Spanish traders ou 
of Pensacola had pushed north out 0 
this same country over the other en- 
of this identical pathway.
